directing their coD Danions and 
followersD in generalD to learn 
the religious lawsD This D ade 
the DeoDle askDand Dractically 
not all of theD could reach the 
ID aD DJLOGUEhD and ask hiD in 
DersonDDut they used to refer 
to a close coD Danion who 
could De reached to gain 
knowledge in IslaD ic lawsD 
There were known narrators 
who were giOing Derdicts to 
DeoDle and the Shias used to 


refer to theD during those 
daysD like MohaD ed Din 
MusliD D ZuraraD Zakaria Din 
AdaD and othersD 

This need continued to eDist 
after the disaDDearance of the 
Twelfth ID aD CDCDQjthD until 
nowDIt is a natural need and a 
sensiOle wayD as DeoDle refer 
to the eDDerts in Darious fields 
like D edicineD engineering and 
other kinds of eDDertiseD as 
DeoDle are not satisfied with 
their own liD ited knowledge in 
these areasD

ID aO Husayn rose for the 
sake of a suDliD e oDjectD It 
was not his oDject that Yazid 
should cease to wield authoriD 
ty and instead of hiO he 
hiD self should coD e at the 
helD of affairsDIn other words 
he had no Dersonal grudge 
against YazidD He suDDorted 
truth in whateDer shaDe it 
0 ade its aDDearance and 
oODosed falsehood whether it 
was headed Dy Yazid or 
soO eone elseO 

These seDenty two DersonsO 
whose nuD Der DecoD es 
seDenty three with the addiD 
tion of the ID aD hiD selfDrose 
so that religion D ight continue 
to liDe in historyDand if it had 
not Deen so they would not 
haDe achieDed the result froD 
their grand sacrificeDThey did

0 istakenDThey reO ain at the 
saO e sOiritual stage and still 
think that they haOe acOuired 
aOundant sOiritual rewardO

food for sOiritual faculties to 
0 an and should iO OroOe and 
reforD his inner selfO They 
should eradicate OaseO 0 oO

Tragedy of Karbala 
Remains Unforgettable 

In the □ onth of MuharraQ □□ 
AQHQ a terrific tragedy took 
□lace in IraQ on the Dank of 
the riOer EuDhratesOIt seeQ ed 
in those days to De triDial and 
insignificant froD the historiQ 
cal Qoint of OiewDA large arQ y 
which had Oeen D oOilized Qy 
the UQ ayyad regiD e Qesieged 
a grouQ of Qersons nuO Dering 
less than one hundred and 
Dut theD under Dressure so 
that they D ight take the oath 
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of allegiance to the caliDh of 
the tiD e and suDD it to his 
authorityQ As the Oersons 
constituting this sD all grouD 
did not swear allegiance and 
did not surrenderQ a seOere 
Dattle took DlaceD 

Its duration was Dery QriefD 
The D atter was settled in less 
than a dayS tiD e and all the 
Dersons constituting that 
sD all grouD were killedD It 
aDOeared at that tiD e that like 
hundreds of other siQ ilar and 
D ore iD Dortant eDents which 
continue to take Dlace in 
huD an history this historical 
eQent would also De recorded 
in history and forgotten with 
the laDse of tiD eD 

The usual way of life of the 
MusliD s did not change on 
account of this tragedy and 
eDeryone reD ained engaged in 
his daily DusinessDThe MusliD 
tradesD en were Dusy with 
their occuQationsQ The D osD 
Dues were freDuented as 
usualD The MusliD Dreachers 
sDoke aDout lawful and 
unlawful thingsD Daradise and 
HellD sDiritual reward and 
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DunishD ent and other religious 
0 atters froD the □uIDitsO The 
only thing which was not 
talked aDout was this eDent 
which was aDDarently transient 
and without any effectD 

It was only the organization of 
the caliDhate which DuDlished 
this eDent in Darious regions 
of the IslaD ic territories 
although in a Drief and 
aO Diguous DannerDThis was 
done with two oDjects in DiewD 
firstly that the DeoDle should 
coD e to know aDout the 
leaders of the D oDeD ent 
oDDosed to the goDernD ent 
haDing Deen killedDand should 
take a lesson froD itD and 
siD ilar risings should not take 
Dlace in futureD secondly that 
the caliDhate should show 
itself guiltless and innocent in 
the D atter and the leaders of 
the D oDeO ent should De 
deOicted as adDenturous and 
D ischieDousD Husayn Din Ali 
who was at the head of the 
rising was to De introduced as 
oDDosed to truth and a liarD 

Not only the regiD e of Dani 
UD ayya and its suDDorters 
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Dut eDen the D ajority of the 
MusliD s of those days consiD 
dered this tragedy to haDe 
culD inated in the success of 
the killers of ID aD HusaynDIt 
was iD agined that not only 
that the ID aO and his coD D 
Danions had D et D artyrdoD 
Dut thereafter none froD 
aD ongst Ahlul Dayt Dthe 
Drogeny of the Holy DroDhetD 
nor anyone else would Dick uD 
courage to oDDose YazidDand 
the hearts which had Deen 
wounded due to the D artyrD 
doD of the ID aD would also 
heal uD with the Dassage of 
tiD eD 

Those DeoDle were not aware 
of the true sDirit of this tragic 
eDent which coDered only a 
few hoursDThey did not know 
that with the Dassage of tiD e 
the greatness and effect of 
this sacred caD Daign against 
falsehood and tyranny would 
continue to increaseD 

At the tiD e of the occurrence 
of this tragedy there were 
only a few Oersons froD 
aD ongst the Ahlul OaytD who 
could assess its Dalue and 
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iD DortanceD sDeak aDout the 
effectsD which it would haDe 
later on the MusliD s and 
relieDe theD to soD e eDtent 
froD the D isunderstanding in 
which they were inDolDedD 

These were the few Oersons 
who could unDeil with their 
sDeechesD the wickedness of 
the DreDailing regiD e and the 
0 isunderstanding of the 
DeoDle and draw the attention 
of the DeoDle to the DIowD 
which had Deen dealt to the 
eneD y Dy those □ artyrs who 
were lying calD ly in their 
graDesD and to the tuD ult 
those heads would create in 
history later Qhe headsDwhich 
had Oeen seDered and held on 
the sDearsD 

The DersonsD who went to 
□arious cities and regions in 
the caDacity of DrisonersD 
changed the thinking of the 
DeoDle and exonerated their 
sacred 0 artyrs froD the 
charges leDeled against theO 
in such a way that the facts of 
the eDent Decal] e crystal 
dearD 
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Here arises a OuestionD which

tyredD The Dodies of D ost of 
the P artyrs were D utilated in 
such a way that a sister could 
not identify the Dody of her 
Drother ePceDt Dy P eans of a 
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defect in his fingerD NotwithD 
standing this the Dattle of 
Uhud and the □ artyrdoD of 

□ ore than □□ to 00 MusliO 

□ ujahids haDe not acquired 
the grandeur of the tragedy of 
KarDalaD 

Another tragical eOent is that 
of the □ artyrs of DakhO 
wherein a nuO Oer of the 
descendants of the Holy 
DroDhet were □ artyred near 
Makkah during the tiO e of 
Hadi AOOasiO 

Another siO ilar eOent is that 
of the □ artyrdoD of siOteen 
Hasani Sayyids who were 
iO Drisoned in the HasiD iyya 
jail of Kufa under the orders 
of Mansur DawaniOiD They 
died one after the other and 
Mansur did not allow their 
dead Dodies to Oe OuriedD 
When all of theD died he 
ordered the roof of the jail to 
Oe □ ade to fall on the dead 
Dodies of these sons of the 
Holy DroDhetD They were 
neither DathedD nor shrouded 
nor DuriedD These as well as 
other siD ilar tragedies of the 
history of IslaD cannot eDual 
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the tragedy of KarDala and 
none of these D artyrs can De 
D atched with ID aD HusaynD 

HaD zah Din ADdul MuttaliDD 
the D agnaniD ous uncle of the 
DroDhet of Allah was D artyred 
in Uhud and he receiDed the 
title of Doyen of Martyrs froD 
Allah and His DroDhetD HowD 
eDerD if eDen his naD e is 
suDstituted for that of ID aD 
Husayn it cannot De eDDected 
to create the saD e effectD 

We do not intend to giDe and 
cannot OerhaDs giDe a coD D 
Dlete and coD DrehensiDe 
answer to this DuestionD It 
D ayD howeDerD De said that 
Desides the Dersonality of the 
leader of this rising which is 
certainly a reason for its 
enjoying Drecedence oDer 
other risingsDone of the D ost 
iD Dortant and effective 
factors and causes for the 
suDeriority of ID aD HusaynB 
rising was the chaDter which 
was added to the tragedy 
after the D artyrdoD of ID aD 
Husayn and his coD DanionsD 
It was a chaDter on the 
creation of which the eneD y 
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hiO self insisted and thus 
unintentionally OroOided the 

□ eans of his own disgraceD 
The result was that it was 
through Ahlul DaytO who had

also through those who had

The eneO ies 0 ost Drutally 
treated the Ahlul Oayt after

They rushed into the tentsO 
looted the DroOerty of Ahlul 
Oayt and set their tents on 
fireOThey atteO Dted to kill the 
ailing 10 aO Sajjad in his OedO 
They got the dead Oodies of 
the 0 artyrs traO Died uOon 
under the hooDes of the 
horses and held their heads 
on the sOearsOThey OehaOed 
harshly towards the OereaOed 
Orisoners and struck a stick on 
the liOs and teeth of their 
10 aO 0 
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These heinous acts which 
recoiled uOon the eneD y 
theO selOes and 0 ade the real 
Oosition known to the OeoOle 
coO 0 enced froO KarDala and 
continued uO to DaO ascusO 
Yazid hiO self took Dart in 
these atrocities and had a 
share in the conseOuent 
disgrace for hiO self and his 
associatesO 

On the contrary the Ahlul Oayt 
showed Oerfect greatness and 
0 agnaniO ity and OehaOed as

Muharram - The Start 
of Islamic Year 

The month of Muharram 
marks the beginning of the 
I slamic year. We do not 
greet it with merry-making, 
nor celebrate it by holding 
parties. I nstead, our hearts 
are filled with sadness and 
grief as we remember those 
martyrs who were killed in 
Karbala in the year 61 AH. 

For the next twelve days 
and nights, we hold Majalis- 
e-Hussain (a.s.) to mourn the 
death of I mam Hussain 
(a.s.), his family and compa¬ 
nions. In these Majalis, we 
recall the events of the 
martyrdom of I mam Hussain 
(a.s.), his family and compa¬ 
nions, and the hardship and 
suffering of those in his 
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family who survived the 
tragedy of Karbala. 

The first Majlis-e-Hussain 
(a.s) was started by his 
sister, Bibi Zainab (s.a.), as 
soon as they were set free 
by Yazid. Since then all the 
I mams and Shias have 
continued the Majalis-e- 
Hussain (a.s) regularly. 

We hold these Majalis to 

thank Imam Hussain (a.s), 
his family and companions 
for the great sacrifice in 
Karbala for saving us and 
Islam. We hold these Maja¬ 
lis because we love our I mam 
and feel sad to hear about 
his hardship and suffering in 
Karbala, and also to comfort 
Bibi Fatima (s.a) - the moth¬ 
er of I mam Hussain (a.s.). 

Bib Fatima (s.a) comes to 
Majalis-e-Hussain (a.s). 
Though we cannot see her, 
she prays for us and our 
families' safety. She col¬ 
lects our tears when we cry 
for I mam Hussain (a.s.) and 
his family. On the Day of 
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Judgement she will return 
all those tears we have shed 
for her family. These tears 
will protect us from the Fire 
of Hell. 

We need to examine our 
deeds and see if they are 
good enough for us to face 
Bibi Fatima (s.a.) on the Day 
of Judgement. I f we are not 
praying our daily Namaz 
regularly, how would we be 
able to face Bibi Fatima 
(s.a.) on the Day of Judge¬ 
ment? 

We come to the Majalis-e- 
Hussain (a.s) because we are 
thankful for what I mam 
Hussain (a.s) did to save your 
religion. We cry and do 
matam for I mam Hussain (a.s) 
because we love him. If you 
really love someone then you 
surely want to please him. But 
how can we please I mam 
Hussain (a.s) if we are not 
praying our Namaz regularly? 

Majalis-e-Hussain (a.s) will 
continue till the Day of 
Judgement. It is not be¬ 
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cause of us. We are the only 
means through which Allah 
(S.W.T.) keeps Hussain 
(a.s)'s great sacrifice alive. 
I mam Hussain (a.s.) died 
saving Allah's religion and 
Allah (S.W.T.) has promised 
to keep alive I mam Hussain's 
name and his great sacrifice, 
till the Day of Judgement. 

Enemies of I slam can never 
stop Majalis and matam, 
even if they try thousands 
of times to do so. 

On the 1st of Muharram, 
Imam Hussain's caravan had 
reached just outside Karba¬ 
la. They pitched their tents 
for the night. I mam Hussain 
(a.s.) and his sister, Zainab 
(s.a.), were standing talking 
outside Imam's tent. To¬ 
gether they both sighted 
the moon of 1st of Muhar¬ 
ram. 

Tears flowed from Hussain 
(a.s) eyes. Zainab (s.a.) grew 
worried and asked her 
brother: 
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"My dearest brother Hus¬ 
sain (a.s.), why are there 
tears in your eyes?" "Zainab! 
My sister Zainab! Please 
pray for me that I keep my 
promise to Allah (S.W.T.). 
Pray, my sister, that I 
succeed in completing my 
mission to save I slam. 
Zainab! Pray for me that I 
do not hesitate in giving up 
my life for I slam." 

I mam Hussain (a.s) was not 
crying because he was 
worried about dying. Imam 
Hussain (a.s) did not ask his 
sister to pray to Allah 
(S.W.T.) to save his life. All 
he was concerned about was 
saving us and I slam. 

Bibi Zainab's eyes were 
filled with tears when she 
heard what I mam Hussain 
(a.s.) asked her to do. 

"My beloved sister Zainab! 
Don't cry! You will have to 
perform a greater duty 
after my death. Be brave 
and patient!" 
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Bibi Zainab went to her tent. 
AM Akber joined his father, 
Hussain (a.s). 

"My son, AM Akber! I saw a 
dream last night. I saw a 
group of people heading for 
a place where death was 
waiting for them. I saw 
them all killed, one-by-one." 

"Father! I know these 
people. Those people are us. 
But, tell me father, are we 
on the right path?" 

"Yes, my son Akber, We are 
on the right path." 

"Then let us not worry? 
Father, if we are on the 
right path, then let us die 
happily. We should continue 
our journey and greet our 
death with a smile." 

"I am proud of you, my son 
Akber!"

The Battle of Truth

Thus the battle of Truth 
against Falsehood began. 
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One after another of the 
Godly ones from the Holy 
Imam's side went into the 
field and laid down his life 
after exhibiting wonderful 
bravery, courage, valor and 
prowess.

At last when the deceitful 
Umar son of Saad saw the 
wonderful fight, he was 
astonished that each one 
from the Holy Imam's side 
easily destroyed dozens 
before he fell, he ordered a 
sally in contravention of the 
solemn agreement entered 
into, the previous night. The 
bravery and the skill dis¬ 
played by the faithful 
supporters of the sacred 
cause, the matchless resig¬ 
nation to the Divine Will, 
and the flawless devotion 
and the ideal attachment of 
each one of the hungry and

thirsty sufferers of the 
Godly camp, to the Holy 
I mam and to the sacred 
cause of Truth, drowned the 
Devil's army and their 
officers in wonder and 
astonishment, and they had 
become so awe-stricken at 
the miraculous strength and 
unparalleled courage of the 
helpless sufferers that they 
began to dread the very 
countenance of each of the 
Godly devotees of the Holy 
I mam who came alone into 
the field and fought and fell 
in the way of God. 

Imam Hussain's companions 
were determined that as 
long as one of them was 
alive, they would not allow 
the blood of I mam Hussain 
(a.s.) and his family spill in 
Karbala. From early that 
morning, Imam Hussain 
together with Abbas the 
brave, Ali Akbar and others 
carried the bodies of their 
companions back to the 
camp. Although these brave 
soldiers did not have their 
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own families to mourn their 
death, the ladies in Imam 
Hussain's camp cried for 
them as if they were part of 
their own family. 

Thus, whenever a supporter 
of the Holy cause went 
against the Devil's forces 
and fell, Imam Hussain, 
Abbas the brave and Ali 
Akbar would rush out to be 
by the side of their dying 
companion and brought his 
body back and laid it in a 
tent pitched particularly for 
the martyrs. As the battle 
for Right against Might 
proceeded and the suppor¬ 
ters of the Truth fell one 
after another, the tent 
containing the bodies of the 
martyrs was turned into a 
'Ganj-e-Shaheedan'. When 
the dust of the battle 
settled, around fifty (50) of 
Imam Hussain's companions 
were martyred. 

Aun and Muhammad: 

Aun and Muhammad were 
the sons of Bibi Zainab, and 
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they were quite young, aged 
ten (10) and nine (9) years 
respectively. They had 
learnt the art of fencing 
from their uncle, Abbas the 
brave. 

When devotee after devo¬ 
tee fought and fell, in 
defense of the Holy Family, 
Aun and Muhammad felt 
that it was now their turn to 
go to the battlefield. They 
went to their mother Zainab 
(s.a.) to ask for her bless¬ 
ings. Aun and Muhammad 
assured their mother that 
they would fight with such 
bravery that whenever she 
thought of them, she would 
remember how brave they 
were. Zainab (s.a.) went to 
her brother to request him, 
and said: "Hussain, at the 
Battle of Siffin, Abbas was 
only ten (10) years old. 
When he saw someone trying 
to attack you, he rushed into 
the battle field and killed 
the man. Do you remember 
how proud our father Ali 
was? Today I too want to be 
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proud of my sons. I want to 
see them go out there and 
defend Islam. Will you not 
allow me that privilege?" 

I mam Hussain (a.s.) stood 
there in silence. He looked 
at his sister. He saw the 
disappointment on her face, 
and saw tears forming 
around her eyes. Then said: 
"My beloved sister you have 
never asked me for anything 
before, how can I say no to 
you now." He turned to Aun 
and Muhammad and said "Go 
my sons, be brave, I shall 
join you soon on your journey 
to the heavens." Bibi Zainab 
held them close and kissed 
them goodbye. The boys 
raised their hands and said 
"Fi Amanillah, mother!" Bibi 
Zainab replied, "God be with 
you, my sons!" 

The two boys rode out into 
the battlefield. They fought 
bravely. At one point 'Umar 
son of Saad' asked, "Who 
are these two youngsters? 
They fight like I have seen 
AM son of Abu Talib fight." 
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When he was told who they 
were he ordered his soldiers 
to give up single combats 
and surround and kill the 
boys. Aun and Muhammad 
were attacked from all 
sides. 

Imam Hussain, Abbas and 
Qasim, stood by Zainab as 
she watched her sons 
fighting. Hardly a few 
minutes had passed when 
Aun fell from his horse and 
shouted for Imam Hussain. 
Just at that moment anoth¬ 
er cry was heard, this time 
from Muhammad. Abbas left 
Qasim with Zainab while he 
ran to the battlefield. Imam 
Hussain carried the body of 
Aun while Abbas carried 
Muhammad. 

I mam Hussain (a.s.) walked 
to Zainab's tent. He found 
her in Sajdah praying, "Oh 
my God, I thank you for 
accepting my sacrifice. My 
heart is filled with pride 
because my two sons have 
given their lives for your 
religion." 
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Bibi Zainab came to the two 
bodies of her sons and 
addressing them said: "My 
dear children! Now I am 
pleased with you that, you 
have proved your worth and 
laid down your lives for 
Truth and pleased God and 
His Holy Prophet (S).“

The night of Homeless 

As the sun was setting in 
the horizon, the soldiers 
rushed to Imam Hussain's 
camp in search of booty. 
They looted every tent. 
Every lady and every girl was 
stripped of her veil. Fati¬ 
ma's daughters were left 
bareheaded. Sakina's ear¬ 
rings were pulled off her 
ears, splitting her ear lobes. 
When the little girl pleaded 
for her veil to be left 
untouched, she was slapped. 

Surely they would stop now? 
But they did not. They set 
fire to all the tents. Bibi 
Zainab (pbuh) was very 
distressed. She turned to 
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I mam Zainul Abideen (pbuh) 
and said "You are our Imam 
now. Tell us what we should 
do now, should we stay in our 
tents and burn, or go out 
without our veils?" Imam 
Zainul Abideen (pbuh) told 
her that it was their reli¬ 
gious duty to try and save 
their lives. Bibi Zainab 
(pbuh) gathered everyone 
and waited outside, while 
their tents burnt down. 
When the fire was out, they 
took shelter under one of 
the tents which had not 
been completely destroyed. 

'Hameed son of Muslim' 
describes how he saw a little 
girl with her dress on fire, 
her ears bleeding, running 
from the scene of carnage. 
He says: "I ran after her. I 
took her by hand. Put out 
the fire in her dress. I 
wiped the blood off her 
ears." She looked at me and 
said, "You seem like a kind 
person, are you a Muslim?" I 
told her I was. 
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She thought a while and 
then said, "Can you please 
show me the way to Najaf?" 
I asked, "Why do you want 
to go to Najaf at this hour 
and in this state?" She said, 
"I want to go and complain 
to my Grandfather ' Ali son 
of Abu Talib' about how 
they killed my father." 
Realizing that she was 
Hussain's daughter Sakina, I 
took her back to her aunt 
Zainab (pbuh). 

As the night descended, Bibi 
Zainab gathered all the 
ladies and children, into one 
small space in between the 
gutted tents. I mam Zainul 
Abideen (pbuh) lay on the 
ground surrounded by these 
widows and orphans. There 
was no fire, no light. Only 
the moon cast its dull light. 

'Umar son of Saad' asked 
Hum's widow to take some 
food and water to the ladies 
and the children. As she 
neared to where they were 
resting, Bibi Zainab (pbuh) 
recognized her. She stood

up, went towards Hurr's 
widow and offered her 
condolences for the death of 
Hurr. This gesture on the 
part of Zainab (pbuh), who 
had suffered so much, lost 
so many, and carrying so 
much grief in her heart, is a 
lesson in I slamic ethics which 
the world should never be 
allowed to forget. When Bibi 
Zainab (pbuh) saw the food 
and water she cried. 

"I mam Hussain and his brave 
soldiers had died hungry and 
thirsty, and now the same 
people who martyred them 
were bringing food and 
water to their widows and 
orphans." She looked at the 
sky and prayed to God to 
give her courage. Zainab 
(pbuh) remembered the 
words of her brother to give 
water first to Sakina (pbuh). 
She took the jug of water 
and went to Sakina (pbuh) 
who had fallen into a fretful 
sleep. 

Gently she stroked the girl's 
disheveled hair. Sakina 
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opened her eyes. Zainab 
(pbuh) said, "Here is some 
water, Sakina. Please drink a 
little. You have been thirsty 
for so long!" On hearing the 
word 'water' Sakina cried 
out hopefully, "Has my uncle 
Abbas come back?" When 
she was told that Hum's 
widow had brought the 
water, she got up, went to 
Hum's widow, thanked her 
and then asked Zainab: 
"Have you all drunk water?" 
Zainab shook her head as no. 

Sakina asked, "Why then do 
you ask me to drink water?" 
Zainab said, "Because, my 
dear, you are the youngest." 
Sakina replied, "No! No! AM 
Asghar is the youngest!" 
Sakina took the jug of 
water, ran towards where 
Ali Asghar lay buried, crying 
"O dear Asghar!" 

This was how the homeless 
spent their night in Karbala. 
They had lost everything. 
Their men had died. Their 
children had been martyred. 
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In this desolate desert, the 
fourth I mam, the women and 
the remaining children are 
huddled where only a few 
hours before had stood 
their camp. Abbas, Qasim 
and Ali Akbar had taken 
turns to guard the camp. 
Now Zainab and Umme 
Kulsoom lay awake to make 
sure that Imam Zainul 
Abideen (pbuh) and the 
children were not attacked. 

Suddenly, Bibi Zainab (pbuh) 
notices that Sakina (pbuh) 
has disappeared. She is 
alarmed. She looks around 
but Hussain's darling daugh¬ 
ter is not to be seen. Zainab 
(pbuh) slowly walks to the 
battlefield. She comes to 
where Abbas (pbuh) lay. 
"Abbas! Abbas! My dear 
brother, have you seen 
Sakina?" There is silence! 
She makes her way to where 
Hussain's headless body lay. 
There, hugging her father, 
she finds Sakina, deep in 
sleep!
